OVER SIX MILLIONS 
FROM ROCKEFELLER 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
NEW YORK. Feb. 2. — Just 
$6,397,608.64 was contributed or 


pledged by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion between its establishment in 
March, 1904, and February 1, 1915, 
according to a statement filed with 
the United States Commission on In- 
dustrial Relations today. Of this 
sum, $3,213,750 represents the per- 
sonal charities of John D. Rockefeller, 
Sr., the author of the foundation hav- 
ing reserved in his letter of gift the 
right to disburse 42.000, a year 
from the corporation’s income  ac- 
— to the dictates of his own 
will 

The war in Europe brought contri- 
butions of $1,029,613.04 from the cof- 
fers of the foundation, the principal 
item being $975,707.93 expended for 
food supplies for starving Belgians. 
Colleges, V. M. C. A. and T. W. C. A. 
projects, medical research and inves- 
tigation, the Red Cross, organized 
charities and welfare work of vari- 
ous kinds were other beneficiaries. 
The statement was drawn up in re- 
sponse to a request made by the In- 
dustrial Relations Commission at its 
recent investigation in New York of 
great philanthropic foundations. 

The statement divided the contri- 
butions into three classes, the first 
comprising “activities conducted un- 
der its own immediate supervision,” 
the second “other gifts and pledges,” 
and the third “founder's requisitions,” 
under which heading are listed the 
personal disbursements of the found- 
er, ranging from $50 to the Working 
Women’s Protective Union up to 
$2.550,000 for buildings, equipment 
and endowment to the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. 

The foundation's own activities in- 
cluded these items: 

War relief, $1,009,613.04, the oth- 
er $20,000 of this item having been 
expended by the American Red Cross 
or Dr. Alexis Carrel, in his capacity 
of volunteer surgeon in France; 
hookworm work in Central America, 
British Guiana, British West Indles 
and Egypt, $142,467.76; investigation 
of industrial relations, $5292.13; in- 
vestizating medical work in China, 
$39,270.92, and purchase of the 
Grand Chenier (Louisiana) bird ref- 
uge, $223,574.77. 

LARGEST ITEM. 


The largest single item in the sec- 
ond section of the statement was 
$750,000, pledged to Wellesley Col- 
lege on condition that the institu- 
tion raise the balance of a fund of 
$2,000,000 for buildings and endow- 
ments.

ONDON, Feb. 23, 2:35 a.m.—Vis- 
count Bryce, former Ambassador 
to the United States, lecturing at 
London University on race sentiment 
as a factor in history, traced. the ori- 
gin of the present war to feelings of 


racial consciousness and national van- 
jity, developed during the last 150 


years by the American and Frenth 
revolutions. 

“Racial war,” said Viscount Bry-e, 
“now has led to a war conflagration 
on a scale vaster than the world ever 
has seen. There is ground for hope 
that this tendency toward the devel- 


opment of racial feeling and the - 


aggeration of national entities may 
not increase. Years of exhaustion 
must follow the present measureless 
destruction of life and v, and 
time 
for the development of racial Vanities. 

“Even though there has come this’ 


cataclysm of folly and suffering we 


need not cease to hope for the future. 
The lesson to be learned is that the 
doctrines and deep-rooted passions 


whence these evils spring can be re- 
moved only by the slow and steady 
working of spiritual forces. What 


those feelings, the teachings of whicn 
in most nations breed jealousy and 


hatred, and prompt men to d ce 
and aggression. 
“However much we condemn 


reckless leaders and the ruthless caste 


who live for war, the real source of 


the mischief is the popular sentiment 
behind them. The real mischief has 
been done by the writers and the 
political leaders who popularized the 
early achievements of their races and 
flattered their exaggerated national 
vanity. It is now the privilege of the 
thinkers and writers to enforce a 
broader and saner and more sympa- 
thetic view. Every race and nation 
must learn that it ought not, even in 
ite own interest, to desire predom- 
inance of seek to enforce its own type 
on the world.

BLAMES BRITON 
FOR DISASTER. 


Berlin Quotes the Captain of 
American Ship Evelyn. 


Boarding Officer Accused of 
Giving Wrong Advice. 5

BERLIN (via wireless to Sayville, 
L. I.) Feb. 22.— According to advices 
received here, Capt. Smith of the 
American steamer Evelyn has in- 
formed the German authorities that 
his ship came to grief through the 
advice of a British naval boarding of- 
ficer, who instructed him to follow the 
course on which he struck the mines 
instead of the northerly course as 
laid down in the German instruc- 
tions. 

The disaster occurred at 4 o'clock 
Friday morning and the Evelyn sank 
seven hours later. Capt. Smith, a 
Dutch pilot, and thirteen men, drift- 
ed in a rowboat until Saturday aft- 
ernoon, when they were rescued by 
a German patrol beat. A Spanish 
stoker in the rowboat died mean- 
while from exposure. The other men 
in the boat are all recovering. They 
are now at the Sailors’ Home in 
Bremerhaven. 

The mate and the remainder of the 
Evelyn's crew are understood to have 
landed in Holland. 


SEEKING GROUND FOR PROTEST. 
[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRK.! 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Presi- 
dent Wilson conferred with Secretary 
Bryan tonight ccncerning the de- 
struction of the American steamer 
Evelyn off the coast of Germany last 
Friday, but in the absence of defi- 
nite information as to the cause of 
the wreck, no course of action - 
yond diplomatic inquiries was decid- 
ed upon. 

Having learned unofficially that a 
part of the Evelyn’s crew, when cast 
adrift frem the sinking vessel, head- 
ed for the coast of Holland, Secre- 
tary Brvan cabled to American Min- 
ister Henry Van Dyke at The Hague 
the same message he previously had 
sent to Ambassadors Page and Ge- 
rard at London and Berlin, asking 
that every care be extended to the 
crew and an investigation of the facts 
of the occurrence be made through. 
all available agencies. 

Earlier in the day Secretary Dan- 
fels instructed the naval attache of 
the American Embassy at Berlin to 
make an investigation of the disaster 
and repert such technical information 
as was possible for him to gather 
concerning the mine fields, the course 
of the vessel at the time of her mis- 
hap, when she took a pilot aboard. 
and other data which might aid the 
United States in forming judgement as 
to responsibility for the destruction 
of the ship. 

It was conceded in official quarters 
that if the nationality of the mine 
was not determined and if no proof 
was obtained to show whether official 
notification to neutral vessels concern- 
ing the courses they should steer 
were beine fcllowed by the Evelyn, 
there would be virtually no ground 
for diplomatic protest. A civil suit, 
however, by the United States War In- 
surance Bureau and the owners of 
the vessel and cargo. is certain to fol- 
low upon such evidence as can vo 
gathered through the official in- 
quiries now being made. Some offi- 
cials thought that a claim fcr dam- 
aces micht even be lald against both 
Germany and Great Britain, if the 
mines were sown far beyond belliger- 
ent zones of operation without giving 
due notice to neutral craft. 

Some anxiety prevailed among om- 
clals over the fate of that portion of 
the crew of the Evelyn supposed to 
have rowed for the coast of Holland 
after the vessel struck. The message 
last night from American Consul Fee 
at Bremen said merely, “The crew 
was saved.” It made no mention of 
missing men. This was not supple- 
mented by any further message today, 
and officials knew only through press 
reports that the mate and sailors who 
originally were thought to have been 
landed safely in Holland had not been 
reported through any of the coast 
guard stations of the Dutch Admiralty 
as having been located anywhere in 
Holland.

SLAVS REPULSED

of many Russian attacks in Russian 
Poland and West Galicia with the cap- 
ture of 2000 prisoners and much war 
material south of the Dneister was 
announced in an official dispatch from 
Vienna received tonight by the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian embassy here. 

The dispatch follows: 

“All along the front in Russian Po- 
land and Galicia there were brisk ar- 
tillery duels. In isolated skirmishes 
we hold the advantage and easily re- 
pulsed the enemy. In the Carpathians 
there were numerous Russian attacks 
which continued in the western sec- 
tion during the night. All these at- 
tempts, however, against our lines 
failed, with great losses for the enemy. 

“South of the Dneister engagements 
of great dimensions developed when 
a stronger detachment of the enemy 
made an attack, but were finally re- 
pulsed after a long fight. Two thou- 
sand prisoners were captured with 
four guns and much war material. . 

“The sum of the Russian prisoners 
taken in the Carpathian battles from 
the end of January until a few days 
ago, according to announced official 
Russian figures, were declared to be 
increased to sixty-four officers, 40,806 
men, thirty-four machine guns, nine 
cannon.”

INCREASE IN SUBMARINES. 

Increases for submarines and avia- 
tion over provisions of the House bill 
are proposed by the Senate Naval 
Committee, its amendments, includ- 
ing $1,000,000 for aviation instead of 
$300,000, as authorized in the House 
bill, provision for six sea-going sub- 
marines instead of one, and sixteen 
instead of eleven of the smaller type 
submarines. Senator Smoot sought 
unsuccessfully to provide for fifty 
sea-going and twenty-five of the 
smaller coast defense submarines. 

Notwithstanding the progress made 
on appropriations in the Senate, there 
were indications today that not all 
the bills could be passed, even though 
no attempts were made to renew the 
ship purchase bill fight. Several 
Democratic Senators said they feared 
it might be necessary to adopt some 
emergency measures in the closing 
hours of the session. So far as the 
ship bill is concerned, nothing has yet 


Considerable discussion prefaced 
consideration of the army bill. In 
urging prompt action Senator Cham- 
berlain explained the absence of pro- 
visions for reorganization of the army 
with the statement that the short- 
ness of the session would ‘not permit 
proper consideration. He predicted 
that the reorganization and reserve 
army bills pending would be pushed 
at the next session of Congress. 

WAR-TAX TALK. 
Many speeches were made in the 
House on the fortifications bill. Rep- 
resentative Fordney of Michigan, 
Republican, predicted that next year 
the administration would have to en- 
act a so-called war tax revenue meas- 
ure, issue bonds as in 1895, increase 
tariff rates, or materially reduce gov-

Among the in- 
creases recommended are $500,000 
for a projectile plant, $130,000 for 
naval reserve. $400,000 for a high- 
power radio station and $1,000,000 to 
be applied on construction of an 
armor plate factory not to cost more 
than $8,000,000, if the Secretary of 
the Navy cannot purchase armor in 
the market at a reasonable price.

Debate on the army bill was re- 
sumed after the naval bill was re- 
ported. 

Items of the army bill were passed 
over quickly with little debate, and 
when the Senate recessed the only sec- 
tion remaining for consideration was 
that providing for the establishment 
of a system of scientific management 
in government navy yards and shops.

PORTLAND, Feb. 22.—Fifty-six 
miles of roses were added to the 
beauties of Portland with the plant- 
ing today of 100,000 bushes.

The bushes sold are large enough 
to bloom in time for the rose festival 
next June.

invasion of our rights as neutrals in 
trading with the belligerent coun- 
tries. What certainly is an innovation 
upon previous rules in respect to neu- 
tral commerce and contraband of war 
has been initiated by belligerents of 
beth sides. 
GRAVE ISSUE TO ARISE. 

“The planting of mines in the sea 
and the use of submarines to send 
neutral vessels to the bottom without 
inquiry as to their neutrality when 
found in a so-called war zone of the 
open sea, are all of them a variation 
from the rules of international law 
governing the action cf belligerents 
toward neutral trade. 

“When their violation results in the 
destruction of the lives of American 
citizens or of American property, a 
grave issue will arise as to what the 
duty of this government is. The re- 
sponsibility of the President and Con- 
gress in meeting the critical issue 
thus presented in maintaining oui na- 
tional rights and our naticnal honor, 
on the one hand, with due regard to 
the awful consequences to our ninety 
million of people of engaging in this 
horrible world war on the other, will 
be very great. It involves on their 
part a judgment so momentcus in its 
consequences that we should earnest- 
ly pray that the necessity for it may 
be averted. 

“Tf, however, the occasion arises, 
we can be confident that those in au- 
thority will be actuated by the high- 
est patriotic motives, and by the 
deepest concern for our national wel- 
fare. We must not allow our pride cr 
momentary passion to influence our 
judgment. We must exercise the de- 
liberation that the fateful conse- 
quences in the loss of our best blood 
and the enormous waste of treasure 
would necessarily impose upon us. 
We must allcw no jingo spirit to pre- 
vail. We must abide by those in whom 
we have entrusted the authority, and 
when the President shall act we must 
stand by him to the end. In this de- 
termination we may be sure that all 
will join, no matter what their pre- 
vioys views, no matter what their 
European origin. All will forget their 
differences in self-sacrificing loyalty 
to our common flag and our common 
ccuntrv. 

This anniversary of Wushington's 
birth, in view of the present critical 
condition in our international rela- 
tions, should bring to our minds the 
third great achievement of his Presi- 
dential term, the maintenance of a 
policy of neutrality through a general 
European war. He insisted upon it as 
necessary before he became President; 
he maintained it throughcut his of- 
ficial life as President against 
mighty odds and under conditions that 
tried his soul: and in his farewell ad- 
dress, he restated it and reinforced 
it as a legacy to the American peo- 


ple. 
“On the 2nd of April, 1793, he is-

must be realized, too, that this proc- 
lamation of neutrality was very dif- 
ficult to reconcile with the engage- 
ments of the United States in the 
treaty of France made during the 
Revolutionary War, and it was pos- 
sible only to escape them on the plea 
that they were not binding on the 
United States in the case of an offen- 
sive war such as France was waging 
against England. Finally, after his 
course of neutrality had been vindi- 
cated he came to lay his office down, 
he appealed to the American people 
not to depart from it.” 

LESSONS FROM WASHINGTON. 

Mr. Taft, quoted from Washington's 
appeal and said there was a lesson 
to be drawn from it'on this Washing- 
ton's Birthday. 

“Most of the great powers of Eu- 
rope are again at war,” he continued. 
We have among our citizens many 
who look back to the country of one 
or the other of the belligerents as 
their native land. The natural result 
has followed that the bitterness of 
the contest is reflected in the con- 
flicting sympathies of our people. The 
newspapers of no other country have 
been as full of details of the war and 
of the circumstances leading to it, as 
our own press. has stimulated 
public interest and created partisans 
who attack President Wilson because 
he has been faithfully following the 
example get, and the admonitions giv- 
en by our first President. 


“No better evidence of this could 
be had than that, from time to time, 
first one side and then the other criti- 
cises the administration for its par- 
tiality, its lame acquiescence or its 
unfair protests. 

“I am far from saying that an un- 
wise or an unpatriotic course in our 
foreign relations may not justify criti- 
cism of an administration and may 
not require its condemnation at the 
appropriate election, but in suth a 
case the reasons must be found in in- 
jury to the interests of the United 
States and not in the merits of the 
issues being fought out by European 
nations in an European arena. 

“I was asked in Canada whether 
the war would affect our politics, so 
as to divide parties on European 
lines. I answered unhesitatingly in 
the negative. I said that to inject 
European issues into American poli- 
tics had uniformly meant the defeat 
of those who attempted it. 

Legislation is pressed to forbid the 
sale of arms and ammunition by our 
merchants in trade to belligerents. 

“We do not discriminate between 
the belligerents in the matter of fur- 
nishing war material. It is only the 
fortune of war and circumstances, 
over which we have no control, that 
prevent one side from purchasing in 
our markets, which are open to the 
world. 

“But my chief objection to civing 
up the lawful and usual course of a 
neutral to sell arms and ammunition 
to belligerents is based on the high- 


est national interest. We are a coun- 
try which is never likely to be fully 


sued a proclamation of neutrality. It prepared for war. We must have the 


| day 


means of preparing as rapidly as pos- 
sible after war is imminent and in- 
evitable. We would be most foolish 
to adopt a policy of refusing to sell 
arms and ammunition to belligerent 
powers, which, if it was pursued 
against us when we were driven into 
war, would leave us helpless. More 
than this, if we were to place an em- 
bargo on the sale of arms and ammu- 
nition to belligerents, we would dis- 
courage the industry in this country 
and reduce substantially our possible 
domestic means of preparing for fu- 
ture wars. 

“Finally, the general adoption of 
a course by neutrals not to sell arms 
to the belligerents in a war would 
greatly stimuiate the tendency to in- 
crease armaments in time of peace 
to be ready for war. Such a stimulus 
to greater armaments we all should 
deplore, because of their burden upon 
the peoples of the countries affected 
and because of the temptation to war 
involved in their maintenance,” 

UPHOLDS THE PRESIDENT. 

Mr. Taft said the administration 
had been criticised “because it did not 
protest against every violation of in- 


ternational law committed by one set 
of the belligerents against the oth- 
ers.“ 

He upheld the administration's at- 
titude and pointed out that protests 
like those proposed “must inevitably 


and materially injure our attitude of 


without accomplishing any 
good. 

“Therefore,” he continued, “while 
I sympathize with the Belgians in 
this war whose country, without any 
fault of theirs, has been made its 
bloody center, I approve and com- 
mend to the full the attitude of Presi- 
dent Wilson in declining to consider 
the evidence brought before him in 
respect to atrocities in Belgium and 
to express an opinion on the issues 
presented. A similar situation with 
respect to the application of the Ger- 
man government to have him investi- 


‘gate the evidence of the use of dum- 


dum bullets was equally sound. 

“We are not sitting as judges of 
issues between countries in Europe 
in this great war. We are seeking to 
maintain strict neutrality, and until 
our decision is invoked, with an 
agreement to abide by our judgment 
and recommendation for settlement, 
we need not embroil ourselves by of- 
ficial expressions of iticlsm or ap- 
proval of the acts of the participants 
in the war.”

OFF OUR FLAG. 


CHARLEMAGNE TOWER SAYS 
EUROPE MUST LET IT ALONE, 


Raise Stars and Stripes on Their 
Ships—Points Out Our Duty as 
Neutrals in the Great War. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22,—Setting 
forth our rights and duties as neu- 
trals in the present European war, 
Charlemagne Tower, former Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Germany, in an 
address to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania alumni here, declared that up 
to the present moment the President 
of the United States has scrupulously 
guarded the interests of the people 
in fulfilling these obligations to all 
ecncerned, and has admirably main- 


tained the dignity of the nation. 
“America,” he ‘continued, “is power- 
ful enough to maintain her independ- 
ent attitude; she is too great to be 
partisan. 

“We have our rights as neutrals 
which are recognized by internation- 
al law. We have especially the right 
to carry on unmolested our commerce 
and trade, and to deal freely with 
either belligerent, subject, of course, 
te the rules as to contraband of war. 
As we deal fairly with each of the 
nations in respect to our neutrality in 
the conflict, so we expeet that they 
will show us the same fairness in re- 
gard to our commerce and trade. 

“But above all else, there is one 
thing that we must demand. They 
must jet the American flag alone. It 
must not be hoisted falsely on any 
foreign ship. It must not be trifled 
with by anyone. 

“We are facing a situation fraught 
with difficulties, and we are likely tc 
see arise at any moment questions of 
such delicacy as to tax the judgment 
and the skill of our most experienced 
statesmen to solve. An accident any- 
where might give rise to a storm of 
feeling which, in a moment of uncon- 
trolled impulse, might lead to the 
most deplorable results, quite against 
the better judgment of the nation. It 
is our most pressing duty now to pre- 
vent such an occurrence, and by 
keeping before ourselves the stand- 
ards of life that we have set up for 
our guidance in America, to exert our 
influence toward patience and for- 
bearance in order that justice may 
triumph in the end.

Lack of Ammunition. 


IN FRANCE 


RETREAT OF THE ALLIES 


IS EXPLAINED. 


ONDON, Jan, 22.—A new expla- 

nation of the rapid retreat of the 

allies in France in the first weeks 
of the war is related here by a French 
army officer, who says that it was due 
ew to lack of artillery ammuni- 
tion. 

When the war broke, France had 
a comparatively small supply of shelis 
for her famous “75” guns. Fearing 
a complete exhaustion, Gen. Joffre 
limited the shells to a hundred rounds 
a day for each gun. These were con- 
sequently fired most sparingly, being 
reserved for actual targets and to 
check a too rapid advance on the part 
of the Germans. 


LA. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


The French fell back almost to 
Paris, when Gen. Joffre said the time 
had come to stand or fall. The French 
were now on marked ranges and in 
this had an advantage over the Ger- 
mans. In the determination that the 
French must either turn back the in- 
vaders or give up the struggle, Joffre 
released the ammunition and told the 
gunners to fire to their hearts’ con- 
tent. Five days of continuous fight- 
ing would have entirely exhausted the 
French supply. But three days suf- 
ficed to send the Germans back. 
Since then, he said, there has been 
no lack of 75 shells, for the British 
factories have been supplementing the 
French in their production.

“It was for these reasons that it 
was planned that during Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s lifetime he should have the 
privilege of personally designating the 
use to be made of $2,000,000 annually 
of the income of the foundation.” 

PERSONAL GIFTS. 

The first batch of these personal 
gifts was recorded May 4, 1914, and 
totaled $64,400. This sum included a 
conditional contributiop of $32,500 
towards the foreign work of the Y.M. 
(C. A., $10,000 to the Baptist Union of 
Western Canada, with headquarters in 
Winnipeg; $5000 to the Boy Scouts, 
and a number of donations to asso- 
ciations and to charities of New York 
City and vicinity.. In addition, there 
was a gift of $1000 for the dependents 
of sailors lost on the sealing steam- 
ers Southern Cross and Newfound- 
land, in the North Atlantic. 

The last of the May 4 gifts was an 
item of $900 for “the expenses of an 
additional eugenics investigator in 
Westchester county.” The next day 
Mr. Rockefeller ordered six times as 
much to be paid for “six field workers 
in eugenics,” the work to be done in 
State institutions. 

The Public Education Association 
was the next recipient of Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s bounty, receiving a conditional 
gift of $35,000 on May 12. The Lay- 
men's Missionary Movement was giv- 
en $5000 May 14 and the National 
Child Labor Committee $1500, and the 
Cleveland School of Art $700 the next 
day. There were no other contribu- 
tions in May. 

MEDICAL RESEARCH. 


The big gift to the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research came 
June 24. Other donations that month 
included $2000 to the George Junior 
Republic, $300 to the girls’ branch 
of the Public School Athletic League 
of New York, and $9700 to church 
and charity projects.

RRESPONDENCE.

Protest was made by unanimous 
resolution yesterday against a bill 
now pending in Congress to make the 
Postmaster-General a censor of the 
press. House Bill No. 20,780, the one 
opposed, provides that all printed 
matter and photegraphs shall be ex- 
cluded from the mails if “represented 
to be a reflection on any form of re- 
gious worship practiced or held 
sacred by any citizens of the United 
States.” 

Elder R. E. Andross, president of 
the Pacific Union Conference, says, 
“One editorial in a metropolitan daily 
which might be ‘represented to be a 
reflection’ upon some form of religious 
worship, would be sufficient under this 
bill forever to exclude the publication 
from the malls.” 

Elder Andross believes dignified and 
unprejudiced discussion of religious 
beliefs and practices will raise the 
moral standard of the public, and that 
existing laws afford ample protection 
against slander and libel. He cites 
experiences of the Dark Ages and the 
persecutions of Russia, following an 
abridgment of a free press, as a suf- 
ficient object lesson. The protest was 
telegraphed last night to Hon. John 
A. Moon, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Postoffices and Post Roads.

Ex-postmaster of Beverly, Whose 
Home-break Followed Plunge in 
the Motion Picture Business, is 
Accuser—Wife and Child of the 
Other Man Loyal.

About a year ago, Mr. Bruso, who 
had just left the employ of Uncle 
Sam, formed a motion picture com- 
pany. Bates was a co-partner. Every- 
thing ran smoothly until, as he says, 
a “little bird” told Mr. Bruso that 
Bates was making eyes at Mr. Bruso’s 
partner. Mr. Bruso accused Bates 
and the latter retaliated by landing 
a hard right on the postmaster’s jaw. 
The men fought for half an hour to 
a draw. The co-partnership was dis- 
solved. likewise the partnership. 

Sunday night, Mr. Bruso says, he 
trailec his former co-partner and 
partnei to a fashionable apartment- 
house, and found them registered as 
man and wife. He was doubly peeved 
when he discovered his own initials 
to the name, “Brown,” instead of 
Bruso. The detectives say Mr. Bruso 
attempted to take the law into his 
own hands, but was prevented.

EAL EVIDENCE 
OF CONFLICT. 


FRAGMENTS OF SHELD USED IN 
COAST BOMBARDMENT. 


Letter Which Accompanies Por- 
tions of Deadly German Missile 
that Tore Itself Through the Wallis 
of an English House Tells of the 
Terror Raid Caused. 


A fragment of a shell fired by the 
German battle cruiser Bluecher, 
which partly destroyed his home in 
Scarborough, Eng., was received yes- 
terday by Marshall D. Taylor, No. 
1424 South Vermont avenue. It is a 
Part of a six-inch shell, and passed 
through three walls of the Marshall 
dwelling. The roof of the house was 
torn away, and several rooms com- 
pletely wrecked, fragments of the 
shell passing through a bedroom that 
was occupied. 

In a letter accompanying the 
souvenirs, Mrs. Taylor relates that at 
the first alarm she, with her servants, 
secreted herself in the wine cellar of 
her home. Because of the groves and 
shrubbery in the grounds about the 
residence, much damage was warded 
1 as the trees caught the burden of 
the shells coming toward the house. 
The foliage also guarded Mrs. Taylor 
from the terible concussion of the 
guns. 

In commenting on it, Mrs. Taylor 
said: “The bombardment coming in 
the depths of winter, entailed much 
suffering, as most of the skilled ar- 
tisans have enlisted for active serv- 
ice, in consequence of which, repairs 
will be much delaped.”’ - 

The Prince of Wales Hotel, owned 
by an aunt of Fred Hunt of Los An- 
geles, was damaged $20,000. 

Mrs. Taylor recounts the reports 


bombardment of many mysterious 
Signals being flashed alung the coast, 
and the finding of a signal station 
there.

The letter contains an intimate ac- 
count of Mr. Marshall's sister visiting 
the injured soldiers in the hospitals. 
She was a guest of Lady Ida Still- 
well, daughter of the Earl of Londes- 
borough and they went together to 
the hospitals where they gave such 
aid as possible to the wounded sol- 


diers.

HO BLUNDERED? 

Correspondence between President 
Poincare of France and George the Fifth of 
England previous to the outbreak last Au- 
gust presents another phase of the colossal 
blundering that helped to bring about the 
titanic catastrophe of war. For the French 
President assured the British monarch that 
Germany would keep the peace if she were 
certain, in case of hostilities, that England 
would intervene on the side of Russia and 
France. And the British foreign policy was 
dictated in accordance with this advice, and 
its effect on Germany is now historical. 

Responsible statesmen among the allies, 
even if they so little understood the Teu- 
tonic temper, should at least have studied 
the rudiments of psychology as to the prob- 
able results of definite actions. A display, 
much less a threat, of force is not the per- 
suasion to apply to red-blooded men or na- 
tions. Human nature is so constituted that 
it is easier to lead it a furlong than to drive 
it an inch. 


HE AWAKENING OF RUSSIA. 

On no nation has the war had so great 
an effect as on Russia. That power has, 
ever since the Japanese war, been quietly 
but effectively engaged in a work of social, 
industrial and political reform, until the 
Russia of today has been improved out of 
all resemblance to the Russia of ten years 
ago. 

The London Times ptblishes a Russian 
supplement showing that “the words and 
deeds of Russia which have so impressed 
the world of late result from previous ear- 
nest and well-placed effort. Even the aboll- 
tion of the sale of vodka (which appeals so 
forcibly to the tmagination owing to at- 
tendant circumstances,)-was not the inspt- 
ration of an anxious moment, but the sin- 
cerity of a far-reaching temperance move- 
ment, seizing the opportunity as the hour 
struck, regardless of mere expediency.” 


There is a tremendous driving power in 
modern methods of education which com- 
pels the political reconstruction which waits 
upon moral awakening. Russia more than 
any other nation has been reached and 
changed by this tendency. Siberia has been 
changed from a penal to an industrial col 
Individual ownership of land has been 
substituted for communal holding. Indus- 
the war with Germany has kindled into life 
the smouldering fires of Russian nationa! 
patriotism and has united Russians to al’ 
classes from boyar to serf as they have 
not been united since they fired Moscow 
to prevent its affording shelter to the sol- 
diers of Bonaparte. 


HE CONVENTION OR THE DIRECT 
PRIMARY. 

The experiment of voting the initiative. 
the referendum, the recall and the direct 
primary into the State Constitution has 
not been productive of good results in Call- 
fornia or in any other State. President 
Lowell described Progressive politics as 
“organized emotion.” “Every student of 
history,” says Gov. Hadley, “knows what 
fearful mistakes democracies have made un- 
der the influence of emotion evoked by 
popular orators; how thousands of men, 
listening to an appeal to prejudice velled 
in the form of exposition of fact, have taken 
leave of their judgment and brought their 
commonwealths to the brink of ruin, or 
even beyond it. Our own people have not 
been wholly exempt from this danger.” 

“The curse of the country,” said Daniel 
Webster in a moment of bitterness, “has 
been its orators.” This dangerous gift of 
the orator of making emotion take the place 
of information is less great than of old, but 
it has passed in large measure to the news- 


paper press. 
Under the convention system a body of 
representative men. after consultation, 


passed intelligently, if not impartially, upon 
the claims, the qualifications and the avail- 
ability of candidates for office. It was not 
enough to know that the aspirant had abil- 
ity to fill the office and was, by virtue of 
public and party service. entitled to have 
it. The important point was to determine 
whether he was the best man to secure 
votes. 

Gov. Hadley cites a salient instance which 
has now become historical: 

“In the Presidential campaign of 1860, if 
the Republican convention had consulted 
the wishes of the majority of voters within 
the party, it would have nominated Seward. 
He had taken strong ground against slav- 
ery: and northern Republicans who were 
excited by the heat of our slavery contest 
saw in him their natural champion. But 
sagacious men knew that Seward could not 
be elected, and convinced the convention of 
the soundness of that view. It nominated 
Lincoln—a man who cared less for abstract 
principles than Seward, and more for con- 
stitutional law; less for the abolition of 
slavery, and more for the preservation of 
the Union. The nomination of Lincoln was 
a distinct disappointment to extremists 
throughout the North: but it appealed to 
moderate men in States adjoining the Poto- 
mac and the Ohio, whose votes were nec- 
essary and sufficient to elect him.” 

The convention system has become dis- 
tinctly favorable to the nomination of bust 
nesslike candidates for the principal of- 
fices—of candidates who were unsatisfac- 
tory to some of the extreme elements in 
their own party and satisfactory to the mod- 
erate men in the opposite party. It has 
tended to give us men who appealed to the 
country instead of appealing to a group. 
With the substitution of the direct primary 
we have lost something of this advantage.

DOMINGUEZ CLUB 
ALIVE WITH DUCKS. 


PRIVATE crun MAY LOCATE ON 
SHOOTING GROUNDS NEXT 
SEASON. 


The Dominguez Gun Club’s preserve 
is simply alive with ducks. Pete 
Donaleche, who is manager of the 
grounds, says he never saw so many 
birds together before. 

One week after the shooting season 
closed they began to flock in and now 
thousands of them are there. They 
are so tame that a person can 80 
right up to them. 

The club now has more than 2000 
acres under water and preparations 
are being made to accommodate a 
great number of shooters at. every 
shoot next season. 

Undoubtedly many of the birds will 
stay here and breed, as the preserve 
is surrounded by thousands of acres 
of wheat and barley under cultiva- 
tion. This makes a great feeding 
ground and will offer an inducement 
for the ducks to remain in the south 
and nest this summer. 

Donaleche says that if one-half of 
the birds now on the preserve stay 
there that when the season again 
opens, the shooting will be great. 
Thirty people can ve fine hunting 
twice a week for as long as two 
months without any flighta from «he 
north. The ducks are most all of 
larger varieties. 


It has not been decided as vet 


whether the owners of the preserve 


will form an exclusive club or 
whether the system used this season 
of charging a shooti fee and invit- 
ing the public will be kept. 

The grounds are so large that it 
takes a great many hunters to cover 
them and make the shooting 

On the other hand, if a club was 
formed, the members would make an 
effort to run things with a thought 
for the other fellow. Also there would

NEW STEAMERS 


Revival in Shipbuilding Puts 
Harbor on Qui Vive. 


Laid Down Soon. 


Burglars’ Cache Found and 
Two Men are Taken.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Feb. 22. 
American-Hawalian Steamship 
Company, which has just let a con- 
tract with the Maryland Steel Com- 
pany for the construction of a large 
steamer to replace the Washington- 
jan, lost recently in the At- 
lantic, is planning two more steam- 
ers designed especially for the lum- 
ber trade. 

The present steamers of the com- 
Pany are between-deck types not 
adaptable to the handling of large 
timbers. The new steamers will have 
flush decks which will give them a 
capacity of 2,000,000 feet each. 

Two other steamship companies 
making this harbor a port of call 
have let contracts for new vessels 
that will add to the impetus of Ameri- 
can shipbuilding. One of the largest 
orders placed since the beginning of 
the year is that of W. R. Grace & 
Co. for three fine steamers to cost 
approximately $2,000,000. They will 
be used in the Panama Canal service 
in conjunction with the famous quar- 
tette of “Santas” now in service. 

PLAN THREE-DECKER. 

The Luckenbach line has placed 
an order for a three-deck cargo 
steamer of the shelter-deck type to 
carry 15,000 tons measurement, which 


will be added to the fleet now in 
service between Atlantic and 0 


ports.
